NOCKING a competitor is the worst possible way of 

getting business. But under certain circumstances a 

merchant is justified in telling a prospective customer why 
his service is to be preferred to another’s. 

For instance: In automobile painting there is more 
‘hance for cheating than in almost any other line of work. 
An alley paint shop can turn out an alleged paint job at a 
price that is impossible for a reputable merchant to meet. 
The alley operator can use the poorest materials and skimp 
on the work, giving a low first cost, but no service at all. 

The reputable service man uses materials produced by 
one of the substantial manufacturers. 
properly applied and he has got to charge a price that will 
cover his costs and give him a reasonable profit on the job. 

Under these conditions, the reputable merchant is per- 
fectly justified in warning his customer against the wholly 
fallacious “saving” of a low price in the alley garage. Indeed 
in the interests of the whole trade every service station 
operator should impress on the minds of customers and 
prospective customers the importance of having paint jobs 
done by trustworthy concerns. 


Plantation Rubber From So. America 


ig a recent report from the Department of Commerce it is 

stated that there are upward of 6,000,000 acres of land 
in the northern section of South America and in Central 
America, which are admirably adapted to rubber cultivation 
from the points of view of soil and climate. 

Furthermore, these lands can be bought or leased at 
reasonable figures, and for most of them there are adequate 
facilities as regards transportation to tidewater. The ports 
that would handle the output of this territory are all within 
eight days’ sailing time of the United States. This is very 
much under any transportation time that could be -made 
from either Eastern plantations or from Africa. As a mat- 
tér of fact, it is estimated that rubber from South and 
Central America could be delivered at the doors of American 
factories a whole month sooner than could the African or 
Oriental product. 

The great obstacle to rubber cultivation in South 
America is the scarcity and cost of labor. Surely this hin- 
drance could be obviated. When labor was needed for the 
Panama Canal, colored men were brought over from Jamaica 
and other West Indian islands under proper protection. It 
may be doubted that England would look with favor on the 
use of her colonial colored labor to build up an industry to 
compete with her Oriental rubber plantations, but there are 
other sources of labor that could be tapped, under proper 
safeguards, if capital was once interested in the development 
of the South and Central American plantation rubber 


venture. 

Region RAGING reports as regards the labor situation 
are beginning to come from the Department of Labor 

in Washington. Industry marked time generally during 

February, but “prospects are encouraging for increased 

employment in practically all lines of industry,” a recent 

report from the department states. 

However, not all industry was marking time during the 
February period, for the automotive industry showed a con- 
siderable Increase in employment. This tendency will 
undoubtedfy be speeded up as the spring weather increases 
retail buying, though, of course, this is not a direct effect, 
the factories invariably producing to meet the inevitable 
seasonal demand.
